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MS AC Teachers Seek 
5 Per Cent Pay Increase

WALNUT — A 5 per cent acr­ 
oss-the-board pay increase and 
pay raises for lenghth of serv­ 
ice were requested Friday by 
the day teaching staff of Mt. 
San Antonio College. 
The raises, if approved by the 
board of trustees, would set the 
teachers’ 10-month pay scales 
at a range starting from $9,240 
for a first year instructor to 
$18,375 for a teacher with a doc­ 
torate who is with the district 
for 13 years. 
Thr trustees took the requests 
under advisement and set fur­ 


ther 
consideration 
for 
their 
meeting next month. 
Business manager Eldon E. 
Pearce estimated that the 5 per 
cent increase would cost the 
district about $265,000. He said 
the requests did not 
include 
similar 
applications 
expected 
from the evening staff which 
works on an hourly rate, from 
summer school teachers, and 
from nonteaching employes. 
Teacher Homer Hendrix, who 
presented the pay requests, ur­ 
ged the board to also compen­ 
sate those teachers who have 
reached the top of their steps. 


He explained that the way the 
pay schedule 
now 
stands, 
a 
teacher reaches his maximum 
earning power 10 to 15 years af­ 
ter his entry into the field, gen­ 
erally in his late 30s. 
“This really is the prime of 
his career,” Hendrix contended. 
“And yet, salarywise, he comes 
to a standstill unless he goes 
into administrative work.” 
He suggested that the board 
set up a service increment pay 
for those who are at the top of 
their scales. He advocated a 
raise of $577 a year after each 
three years at the top of any

In the beginning, the Cath­ 
olic faith was held in America 
by the discoverers of this con­ 
tinent, and with the French 
and Spanish it had been the 
mission church to the Indians. 
Today in a state of flux and 
ci sis of growth or of decay 
the Catholic Church in Ameri­ 
ca faces the last three de­ 
cades of the 20th century. 
Leckie, a former Marine 
and newspaperman, tells a 
colorful story as he unfolds 
the history of the Catholic 
Church in this country from a 
once persecuted minority to 
the largest denomination in 
America. 
The story combines dedica­ 
tion and heroism, patriotism, 
selflessness 
and 
sometimes 
self-interest. It reviews the 
character of many of its lea­ 
ders, some weak, -others very 
strong. 
Leckie is considered one of 
the foremost military histori­ 
ans today, and it is quite un­ 
derstandable that his most 
exciting chapters 
are 
those 
dealing with the Catholic par­ 
ticipation in the Revolution­ 
ary and Civil Wars. 
He is quick to give credit to 
American Catholics for their 
selflessness in fighting in the 
wars and just as quick to 
point a finger at any wrongs, 
notably the Irish participation 
in the draft riots of 1863. 
Always the church of the 
immigrant and the worker, 
the Catholic Church had its 
greatest growth at the end of 
World War II. In the interim, 
following the Civil War, there 
was nearly a century of devel­ 
opment when the church bu­ 
sied itself caring for immi­ 
grants as they poured into 
America. 
The era of James Cardinal 
Gibbons of Baltimore, Archbi­ 
shop John Ireland of St. Paul, 
Bishop John Lancaster Spald­ 
ing of 
Peoria and 
Bishop 
John Keane, the first presi- 
dent of Catholic University in 
Washington, was known 
as 
the “ Americanist” age. Basi­ 
cally the “ Americanist” con­ 
troversy was between those 
who believed that the Church 
should plunge into American 
life and embrace American 
institutions, 
and 
those 
wao 
preferred to remain aloof. 
Through the years, as many 
of the Catholic immigrant/ 
children gained education and 
moved out of the blue-collar 
class, out of the cities to the 
suburbs, the Church spread. 
Ever mindful of the immi­ 
grant and the oppressed who 
remain in 
the 
inner city, 
the iu vast edifii es are still in 
yreat use, while in the su­ 
b u r b s

But Leckie points out that 
the religious revival of the 
'40s and '50s is already on the 
wane. He feels that the 20th 
century no longer appears to 
be an auspicious one for reli­ 
gion. 
In reviewing the history of 
the Church and coming up to 
the present the author cites 
the 
feelings 
of 
the 
older 
people who have become dis­ 
enchanted 
with 
the 
mod­ 
ernism of the liturgy and the 
church edifices; 
the 
New 
Breed, who put down traditio­ 
nalism of their parents and 
grandparents, and the vast 
group in between. 
These 
are the 
areas 
in 
which the Catholic Church in 
A m e r i c a finds itself em­ 
broiled in a cold civil war. 


To the New Breed, the fer­ 
ment is a crisis of growth; to 
the 
traditionalist, 
it 
is 
a 
growth in the wrong direc­ 
tion: away from the crucified 
Christ. 
Leckie emphasizes that the 
American Church performed 
great services for the United 
States in education, Ameri­ 
canization 
of 
immigrants, 
care of the poor and sick, 
service in wartime or defense 
of democracy and public mo­ 
rality in the face of Commu­ 
nism and neo-paganism. 
All this was accomplished 
while 
struggling 
against 
a 
deep and active prejudice, 
and now the Church has come 
into the ’70s, the largest in 
this country. 
What is its future?

They had unusual noses for news, our old-time 
editors of the Pomona newspapers which flourished 


in this community 79 years ago. And because each 


newspaper prided itself on being “ first with the la­ 
test” there was a never-ending competition for “ex­ 


clusive” stories. 
Consequently those editors never failed to make 


the most of every news opportunity that came their 


way. This week I shall tell you how the editor of the 
Pomona Weekly Times scooped all of his rival edi­ 


tors and published what undoubtedly must have 
been the outstanding news story of 1892. 


On Nov. 6, 1892, .T. C. Aston, a Pomona mortician, 
had embalmed the remains of a recently deceased 
local citizen and shipped the body to St. 
Louis 
where it arrived on November 22. Following the ar­ 
rival of that shipment, George N. Lynch, an. un­ 


dertaker in St. Louis, wrote Mr. Aston a letter stat­ 


ing: 
“The body arrived in good condition. The features 
were easily recognized. You can rest easy in the 
certainty of its being a very creditable job of em­ 
balming.” 
And that would probably have been that, except 
for one fact. Undertaker Aston must have seen fit to 
show his letter to the editor of the Pomona Weekly 
Times. That worthy editor sensed immediately that 
here was B I G N EW S-a happening most certainly 
worthy cf a feature story in the Weekly Times. And 
so, on Dec. 3, 1892, that story appeared, complete 
with the above-mentioned quotation from the St. 
Louis undertaker’s letter. It was a story that lost no 
opportunity to point with pride to local ability and 
to extoll local craftsmanship. 
“ Mr. Aston is, of course, very grateful to have his 
work commended by such an authority on em balm­ 
ing,” the Weekly Review editor concluded.

“ Respectable people 
avoid the Bowery as far as 
possible at night.” 
And for the historically-min­ 
ded, there is even a chapter 
on “ Black Friday” in Septem­ 
ber of 1869, when “ a powerful 
combination of Bulls” made 


“ one of the most gigantic at­ 
tempts to run up the value of 
gold” . 
In sum, there can be no 
satisfactory sum m ary of this 
unbelievably rich and reward­ 
ing sensory playback of New 
York of 1872. 
History, folk 
culture, popular art, every­ 
thing—including humor—is in 
the book.

Labor inefficiency 
must be curbed 


When we talk about a wage increase being infla­ 
tionary, what are we talking about? 
Between April and September last year, despite 
sizable wage increases, unit labor costs went up at 
a bare 2.5 per cent a year rate. For in those six 
months, productivity advanced at the rate of 4 per 
cent a year. 
In the next three months, productivity barely 
moved up—at a rate oi one-half per cent a year. It 
is this writer’s opinion that this almost-zero increase 
in productivity (far more than the wage boosts in 
the period) was what accounted for the 6 per cent a 
year rise in labor costs. 
For wage increases of even 6 per cent a year 
would be only mildly inflationary if productivity in­ 
creased 4 per cent. 
These figures clearly show that it is not the rate 
of Increases in wages which causes inflation. It’s 
whether wages rise faster than productivity. 
What’s needed is an attack on inefficiency, whe­ 
ther management created (lethargy in adopting new 
equipment and improved methods) or labor created 
(featherbedding, resistance to the maximum use of 
modern tools and other make-work practices.) 
Here is. where President Nixon, Congress, every 
state governor and legislature and every company 
president and union should crack down. 
The trend toward efficiency could be aimed by 
government and private research, aimed at the 
most inefficient industries and services, to develop 
productivity-increasing equipment and practices. It 
could be aided by further tax benefits to companies 
which invest in machinery which will reduce unit 
labor costs. 
Some make-work practices must be made illegal. 
Management must reward with higher wages, 
shorter hours or other benefits iliose unions which 
agree to the elimination of feather-bedding work 
stoppages and work rules which pi event the ef­ 
ficient use of equipment. 
The problem is urgent. This year, almost five mil­ 
lion workers will be negotiating new contracts. One 
early settlement between the United Steelworkers 
and the National Can Company is believed to pro­ 
vide for wage increases totaling almost .10 per cent 
over the next three years. Two struck can com­ 
panies have let out the word they will up prices 
significantly. If the union is able to secure similar 
wage boosts from other major container firms now 
and the same boost later this year from steel com­ 
panies, and it the companies, in turn, raise their 
prices accordingly, a pattern will be set. 
In addition the 5 million workers seeking new 
contracts this year, another 5.2 million will receive 
automatic increases 
from 
old contracts. 
These 
agreements on the average will bring 8 per cent 
increases. 
These already fixed increases are worth looking 
at. 
In manufacturing, they average out at 4.9 per 
cent.

Specifically at issue is the 
so - called 
“ Pennsylvania 
plan” which many Catholics 
have hopefully regarded as a 
prototype for state programs 
of financial assistance to non­ 
public schools. 
The Pennsylvania plan gets 
its name from a law which 
has been operating in that 
state since 1968. It states in 
its preamble that its purpose 
is not to aid religion but to 
further the public interest in 
providing a sound education 
for all children. 
State Help 
To that end, the state pays 
part of the cost of teachers’ 
salaries, textbooks 
and 
in­ 
structional materials incurred 
by nonpublic schools for edu­ 


cating their students in four 
specified 
secular 
subjects 
— mathematics, 
m o d e r n 
foreign 
languages, 
physical 
science and physical educa­ 
tion. 
Proponents of this arrange­ 
ment — which also has been 
adopted in Ohio, Rhode Is­ 
land, Connecticut and Loui­ 
siana — argue that it involves 
nothing more than a “ pur­ 
chase of secular services” by 
the state. 
Those attacking the plan 
before the High Court contend 
it is in reality a state subsidy 
to a rein ious institution, and 
that this is an “ t 
abii'hnunt

The 
j u s t i c e s heard 
oral arguments on the three 
cases March 2 and 3, and are 
expected 
to 
render 
their 
decision before the current 
term of Court ends in June. 
The decision — whichever 
way it goes — will have a tre­ 
mendous impact on education 
in America. 
If the Supreme Court up­ 
holds the Pennsylvania plan, 
the way will be clear for oth­ 
er states to adopt this device 
for keeping parochial schools 
in business. These schools are

America’s 
children. 
In 
some areas, one child out of 
t h r e e attends a Catholic 
school. 
Fhianpial Rind 
Although U.S. Catholic bish­ 
ops are determined to main­ 
tain the church’s 
far-flung 
school system as long as po-- 
sible, parochial schools are 
caught in a severe financial 
bind. 
T h e i r costs are rising 
sharply — mainly 
because 
they can no longer rely on un­ 
paid nuns to do most of their 
teaching. Since the supply of 
teaching sisters is nearly ev­ 
erywhere inadequate, 
paro­ 
chial schools are having to 
hire more and more secular 
teachers—and pay them reg­ 
ular salaries. 
On the other hand, the in­ 
come of parochial schools is 
restricted by the inability of 
many Catholic families to pay 
large tuition costs. 


Some Schools Closed 
The effect of this pincers 
has been increasingly appar­ 
ent in recent years.

Oxygen Fails 
The intake vents were lo­ 
cated so that they sucked the 
suffocating smoke back down 
into the ship. Sailors couldn’t 
reach the emergency oxygen 
breathing equipment at first 
b e c a u s e it was “ initially 
Mowed in areas that became 
smoke-filled.” 
Even more chilling, alleges 
the confidential report, many 
of the oxygen devices failed 
to work after they were ret­ 
rieved from the smoke. The 
crew had to use gas masks 
without oxygen. 
Before the fire could be 
brought under 
control, 
the 
portable fire extinguishers on 
board 
the 
ship 
were 
ex­ 
hausted, and the engine room 
again erupted in flames. The 
fire was put out only after the 


area was sealed off to su 
cate it.

Proponents of this arrange­ 
ment — which also has been 
adopted in Ohio, Rhode Is­ 
land, Connecticut and Loui­ 
siana — argue that it involves 
nothing more than a “ pur­ 
chase of secular services” by 
the state. 
Those attacking the plan 
before the High Court contend 
it is in reality a state subsidy 
to a religious institution, and 
that tl . is an “ e 
blishment 
of religion” forb.dtlen by the 


First Amendment to the Con­ 
stitution. 
The 
j u s t i c e s heard 
oral arguments on the three 
cases March 2 and 3, and are 
expected 
to 
render 
their 
decision before the current 
term of Court ends in June. 
The decision — 
whichever 
way it goes — will have a tre­ 
mendous impact on education 
in America. 
If the Supreme Court up­ 
holds the Pennsylvania plan, 
the way will be clear for oth­ 
er states to adopt this device 
for keeping parochial schools 
in business. These schools are 
now educating about one-tenth 
of 
America’s 
children. 
In 
some areas, one child out of 
t h r e e attends a Catholic 
school. 
Financial Bind 


Although U.S. Catholic bish­ 
ops are determined to main­ 
tain the church’s far-flung 
school system as long as pos­ 
sible, parochial schools are 
caught in a severe financial 
bind. 
T h e i r costs are rising 
sharply — mainly 
because 
they can no longer rely on un­ 
paid nuns to do most of their 
teachirg. Since the supply of 
teaching sisters is nearly ev­ 
erywhere inadequate, 
paro­ 
chial schools are having to 
hire more and more secular 
teachers—and pay them reg­ 
ular salaries. 
On the other hand, the in­ 
come of parochial schools is 
restricted by the inability of 
many Catholic families to pay 
large tuition costs. 


Some Schools Closed 
The effect of this pincers 
has been increasingly appar­ 
ent in recent years. Some 
Catholic schools have been 
closed. Others have restricted

Raging fires aboard 
two 
destroyer-escort vessels have 
raised the possibility that all 
the Navy’s new, 
1052-class 
destroyer 
escorts 
may 
be 
lloating firetraps. 
A confidential Navy report 
on the first of the two fires 
cites “ design and installation 
deficiencies” and warns that 
“ the 
potential 
existed 
for 
more serious damage includ­ 
ing the loss of life.” Stored 
torpedoes, for example, came 
close to being blown up. 
Both fires broke out below 
decks. In late January, the SI 
million flash fire engulfed the 
engine 
room 
of 
the 
USS 
Roark, filling the ship with 
smoke. Again this month, the 
Roark’s sister ship, the USS 
Knox, was also hit by a boiler 
room fire. 
Both ships 
came out of 
Seattle’s Todd Shipyards in 
1969 after a wrangle between 
the Navy and the company 
over millions of dollars in 
cost overruns. 
A report on the Roark fire, 
Intended for Navy eyes only, 
was submitted by the Naval 
Safety Center in Norfolk, Va., 
to the Chief of Naval Oper­ 
ations in Washington. A copy 
has been slipped to us. 
The intense heat from the 
fire, sources said, caused the 
e n g i n e room 
exhaust to 
buckle and slip open imme­ 
diately adjacent to a torpedo 
storage area. 
Because of the ship’s layout 
and inadequate vents, the re­ 
port says, “ smoke rapidly fil­ 
led the interior of the ship, 
especially the second deck 
area, hindering fire fighting 
and other damage control ef­ 
forts.” 
Oxygen Fails 
The intake vents were lo­ 
cated so that they sucked the 
suffocating smoke back down 
into the ship. Sailors couldn’t 
reach the emergency oxygen 
breathing equipment at first 
b e c a u s e it was “ initially 
Mowed in areas that became 
smoke-filled.” 
Even more chilling, alleges 
the confidential report, many 
of the oxygen devices failed 
to work after they were ret­ 
rieved from the smoke. The 
crew had to use gas masks 
without oxygen. 
Before the fire could be 
brought under 
control, 
the 
portable fire extinguishers on 
board 
the 
ship 
were 
ex­ 
hausted, and the engine room 
again erupted in flames. The 
fire was put out only after the 


area was sealed off to suffo­ 
cate it. 
To 
prevent 
future fires L 
aboard these ships, the Navy 
investigators recommended 14 i 
urgent 
modifications. These I 
include the rearrangement of 
vents, windows and fire-fight­ 
ing 
equipment, 
also mod- 
ification of the lubricating oil! 
strainer which splashed oil on 
pipes and ignited the fire. 
The Navy now has about 15 
of these allegedly hazardous 
1052-class destroyer escorts. 
Another 41 have been or­ 
dered. 


Footnote: 
Oscar Hoffman, 
an inspector for the Navy at 
the Seattle shipyards where 
the 1052s were built, con­ 
tended in early 1969 that the 
piping systems didn’t meas­ 
ure up to Navy specifications. 
For his stubborn diligence, he 
received a letter of repr­ 
imand which he successfully 
appealed. Later he was eased 
out of his job, however, as 
part of a reduction in force. 
Henry Willimon, who opposed 
Hoffman’s findings on the pip- 
i n g , was promoted from 
lieutenant to lieutenant com­ 
mander. 
We made repeated calls to 
the Navy for a comment on 
the alleged hazards. A spo­ 
kesman told us that an 
cial Navy statement was not | 
immediately 
available 
al­ 
though the Navy is working! 
on such a statement.

Cl AREMONT — It’s spring already at Padua 


Hills Theater. 
The Mexican Players are performing “ Lunes del 


Cerro,” translated “ Fiesta on a Hill.” 
Green grass and blossom-covered trees from the 
setting for the players’ version of the colorful fiesta 
held annually on a hill in the Mexican state of Oax­ 
aca. 


Authentic songs, dances, costumes and head­ 
dresses are featured in the work, directed by Eligio 
Herrera. 
In 
one 
ceremonial 
number, 
“ Dance 
of 
the 
Plumes," performers wear three-foot-high feather 
headdresses which are strapped securely beneath 
the chin. 
In the procession on the way to the fiesta, women 
carry enormous floral headdresses of bright flowers, 
all patterned after the centuries-old Oaxaca custom. 
This play will be followed April 21 by another 
entitled “ Fiesta a San Ysidro." English dialogue un­ 
folds the story of the fiesta for San Ysidro, patron 
saint of farmers, to remind him rain is needed for 
next year’s harvest. 
Some of the songs and dances in this play are 
believed to be older than the saint himself, and 
have been performed almost since farmers began to 
fill the soil. 
These play-- are typical of the year ‘round perfor­ 
mances at the Padua Hills Theater which functions 
solely to promote inter-American friendship, under 
sponsorship of the Padua Institute. 
Padu. Institute, incorporated in 1935, is a non pro­ 
fit educational institution, owned by a group of 
Claremont residents with Herman H. Garner as 
chairman of the board. 


The institute sponsors the Mexican players (17 
members in the cast at present), the adjoining din­ 
ing room and a series of small shops which lend 
interest to the community with art exhibits, Mexi­ 
can imports, pottery and potted plants. 
But the history of Padua Hills goes back beyond 
1935. 


Onginally the lush land was a part of the Rancho 
San Jose Grant to Don Ygnacio Palomares by the 
Mexican government. Later it was purchased as a 
trust estate and in 1925, some 20 Claremont resi­ 
dents who owned the land organized it as a planned 
community. 
They took the name from the University of 


adua, founded in Italy in 1823, the school where St. 
Mithony—San Antonio de Padua—taught theology. 
Early Padua residents established an art commis- 
i.on to control building design and to insure the 
p\eservation of plant life. 
A Pomona building firm completed construction of 
the community center which later became the thea­ 
ter and dining room in 1930. It had cost S/7,000 to 
build and the residents—a group of artists—gathered 
there for theater, conversation, food and drink. 
Pomona College drama productions were staged 
there over the years, and u was on the Padua Thea­ 
ter stage a young, unknown actor from Nebraska 
named Spangler Arlington Brugh perfomed in "Ca­ 
mille.” Brugh later changed his name to Robert 
Taylor. 
The artists of Padua, in ar. attempt to compliment 
the Spanish architecture and motif of the theater 
and the dining room, employed Mexican cooks and 
waiters. 
Early in the 1930s, a Mexican cook working in the 
kitchen broke into song. The sound proved con­ 
tagious and in a few minutes the waiters, wait­ 
resses, busboys and gardeners were singing along 
with him. 
The impromptu performance pleased patrons in 
the dining room and the singing became a regular 
feature. 
Through these years the Pasadena Playhouse 
group was performing on stage. 
However, it was Herman H. Garner and his late 
wife Bess, who conceived the idea of the Mexican 
Players. She is credited with traveling to Mexico to 
gather material. 
Largely through their interest Padua Institute was 
incorporated to promote friendship between Mexico 
and the United States. 
Casilda Amador, a troupe member since 1935, now 
is hostess at the institute. 
Programs are changed every seven weeks, except 
the Christmas play which runs eight weeks. The 
plavers take the last two weeks of September each 
year as vacation and the theater is dark. 


In addition to the theater cast Padua is kept oper­ 
ative by kitchen, office and administrative staffs. 


Plays are performed Wednesdays, Thursdays, Fri­ 
days and Saturdays at 8:30 p.m. and Wednesdays 
and Saturdays at 2:30 p.m. 
Reservations are necessary for the theater and 
also for service in the dining room, where both 
Mexican and American foods are served. 
The dining room is open every day except Monday 
c.nd the players entertain during meals. 
Padua Hills Theater is situated on Padua Avenue 
three miles north of Foothill Boulevard and may be 
reached by driving either Mills or Padua avenues. 
The dining room entertainers are proving to be an 
attraction to school children in the area on week­ 
days. 
Frequently classes of children, along with their 
teachers and a parent or two, arrange for a tour. 
They arrive in time to catch the luncheon perfor­ 
mance of the musicians, dancers and singers, then 
take a guided tour of the buildings and grounds.

Arrested for a traffic of­ 
fense, Harold objected stre- 
nuous l y to being finger­ 
printed. He finally gave in, 
but only under protest. Short­ 
ly afterward he filed suit 
against the city, demanding 
that his prints be destroyed. 
‘ •They were taken by 
force,” he pointed out at a 
court hearing. “ That was a 
violation of my constitutional 
rights. According to the Fifth 
Amendment, no one shall be 
forced to be a witness against 
himself.” 
However, the court ruled 
against Harold, 
saying he 
could no more withhold his 
finger-prints than he could 
mask his face or cover up a 
tattoo. 
“ The witness does not tes­ 
tify,” said the court. “ The 
facts speak for themselves.” 
Generally 
speaking, 
courts 
have agreed that forced fing­ 
er-printing is not a violation 
of the Fifth Amendment. 
But another objection has 
also been raised: isn’t this an 
Invasion of privacy? A man 
arrested on a misdemeanor 
charge made that argument 
in opposing the fingerprint 
procedures of the local police. 
But this objection too was 
turned down in court. Calling 
tent ion to the great need for 
fingerprinting in law enforce­ 
ment, the judge said: 
“The right of privacy has 
Its limitations and is not al­ 
ways superior to the rights of 
the public. The taking of fing­ 
erprints is a humiliation to 
which a possibly innocent per­ 
son must submit for the bene­ 
fit of society.” 
Of course fingerprints, like 
all facts, are neutral. They 
may be just as useful in prov- 
in 
a man’s innocence as in 
proving his guilt. 
In a murder case, a bottle

ers use differing methods of 
assessing risk. 
The simple beauty of this 
idea has been marred of late 
by practicality. Many insur­ 
ers are so busy purging their 
rolls of marginal risks in 
their fight to remain solvent 
that thev show little interest 
in rate-shopping strangers. 
So if you have an insurer 
now, probably the best advice 
is 
t h a t 
you 
stay

him—and hope that he stays 
with you. 
But if you’re forced to shop 
for coverage — perhaps be- 
c a u s e 
you 
have

now—there is a way to choose 
among insurers on a basis 
that may save you money. 
That basis is the company’s 
form of ownership and its phi­ 
losophy of business. Here’s a 
rundown on 
five 
common 
types and the ways their dif­ 
ferences can affect prices: 
Stock Company (Bureau) — 
This is a privately held com­ 
pany owned by stockholders. It 
has its own agents who sell 
coverage 
and 
also service 
claims. This claims force is 
the company’s major sales 
pitch. The theory is that one 
of these thousands of men 
will be close by when you 
need help and will speed set­ 
tlement of claims. 
T h a t “ bureau” business 
means that the company ad­ 
heres to rates set by the Na­ 
tional Bureau of Casualty Un- J 
derwriters. Thus all Bureau 
companies charge identical 
rates. 
S t o c k Company 
(Non- 
Bureau) — This is the same 
kind of company as that 
above except that—it does not 
adhere to the rates set by the 
N B C U . This nonalignment 
may mean lower rates. 
Mutual Company — A mu­ 
tual company is owned by its 
policy holders. Thus while its 
basic rates may be similar to 
those of a stock company, 
policy holders are usually en­ 
titled to a refund of part of 
the premium in the form of a 
dividend. Mutual companie>, 
too, 
maintain 
a force 
of 
aeents to sell policies and 
settle claims. 
Direct-Sell ng — A direct 
selling company manages to 
cut its costs somewhat by of­ 
fering policies through local

Nixon did soften his criti­

the protesters, some of 


whom 
threw 
snowballs 
at 
him, as well-intentioned. 
He 
also 
upgraded 
their 
perfor­ 
mance, which included shout­ 
ing obscenities, by saying it 
was “ par for the course.” 


As of this writing, however, 
he 
had 
not 
withdrawn 
the 
charge of amateurism. That 
almost certainly will deepen 
the wedge between 
the ad­ 
ministration and various alie­ 
nated factions. 


I called up a young man I 
know in the anti-war move­ 
ment and

strations. I call that mislead­ 
ing and unfair. 


“ The 
anti-war 
movement 
has always exhibited a high 
degree of professionalism

Weather is rougher on 
a 
house than people. Living in a 
house doesn’t w ear it out but 
a bad winter will age it con­ 
siderably. 
Inspect your house and plan 
for repairs as soon as you 
can in the spring. Look the 
place over 
as soon as the 
sno wis gone and start what­ 
ever work you can as 
the 
v,eather allows. li repairs are 
made quickly you can prevent 
greater 
dam age 
and 
more 
costly repairs later on. 
Sidewalks, driveways, foun­ 
dations 
and 
m ortar 
joirts 
take 
a 
beating 
from 
bad 
weather. 
Hairline cracks in 
masonry last fall are much 
larger now. This is due to the 
cracks filling with moisture 
which 
then 
froze 
and 
ex­ 
panded. 
Clean away all loose m ate­ 
rial. Dig out cracks so that 
they are wider on the bottom 
than at the surface. Moisten 
the inside of the crack and 
the surface to be repaired. 
Fill with concrete patch (use 
a mix to which you add wa­ 
ter) ar.d keep moist for sever­ 
al days.
